Notwithstanding the importance 
of the matters heretofore men- 
tioned, it must not be forgotten 
that the matter of outstanding im- 
portance before the Legislature is 
the question of roads. We must not 
fail to enact legislation which will 
effectuate the will of the voters in 
passing the amendment for the 
$60,000,000 bond issue. 

The question to be decided here 
is wot one of our own personal 
view upon the road question. This 
Legislature has a mandate from 
the people of the whole State. 

The roads are to be built with 
State money. The problem is a 
State problem. The counties are 
important, but the criterion is not 
what the counties Want but what 
the State, seen as a whole, needs. 

The road bond amendment spe- 
cifles its own purpose. The matter 
is not open to debate. It does not 
matter what arguments were used 
in the campaign, even our own 
views are beside the point. The 
mandate given to this Legislature — 
at the polls specifically authorizes 
the creation of a debt of $60,000,- 
000 for the purpose of constructing 
hard-surfaced public roads in each 
county in the State. 

No other purpose can be 
into the amendment. No other pur- 
pose ought to actuate this assem- 
bly. It ts evident from the amend- 
ment that system of roads is de- 
sired by the people. No hodge- 
podge of disconnected and isolated 
roads would suffice. A division of 
the fund on any basis is impossi- 
ble. The system is to serve the 
State; to make communication 
and traffic easy and must, by the 
terms of the amendment, reach 
each county. Such a system can- 
not be built In a year, nor can a 
unified system be worked out for 
the State as a whole, except by 
some directing head, be that head 
a commission or otherwise. 

None of us can foresee or pro- 
vide for the multitude of intricate 
details of business administration 
and of engineering which must 
necessarily arise. To accomplish 
the mandate of the people some 
perpetuating and central head 
must be entrusted with the de- 
tails of construction and of ad- 
ministration. We are each jeal- 
ous of the right of our own coun- 
ty. It is proper that each county 
be guaranteed a proper place in 
the State system. 

This Legislature may and prob- 
ably should do that. The consti- 
tional amendment already provides 
for it. It is unthinkable that a 
State aommission having in mind 
the benefit to the whole State 
should do otherwise. 

Let us not hinder the 
the commission with a 
of details. 

Let us designate the State sys- 
tem of roads to be improved and 
create a commission to improve 
them, leaving details to be met by 
that commission. The whole duty 
of this Legislature will be dis- 
charged when, but not until, it has 
enacted legislation by which the 
will of the people ean be effectu- 
ated.

The Borah reso- 
lution included only Britain and Japan as conferees 
with the United States and contemplated an agree- 
ment only as to naval programs. The time does 
not seem ripe, in view of the position of France and 
Italy, especially that of France, for a general dis- 
armament scheme. Neither has a menacing naval 
program and both are in the turmoil of Continental 
Europe. 

Nevertheless, we hope for the best. The fnclusfon 
of all the principal Powers in the conference will 
assure a discussion of the whole question of a re- 
duction of arms and of guarantees of peace. It need 
not stand in the way of an agreement of the great 


'naval Powers to reduce naval armaments. 


We are hopeful. As we have insistently supported 
the Borah resolution and urged the President to call 
a conference of the three naval Powers, so we com- 
mend his step towards disarmament, economy and 
peace and his effort to obtain a sound peace settle- 
ment of the Far Eastern questions.
